the Colonial cemetery at Honq 
Kong."

The message comes with shocking 


suddenness in view of the fact that 
the family here had received no in- 
timation that Leslie was in a critical 
condition with fever. Several months 
ago they were apprised of the 
fact 


that he had been in ill! health and 
had been sent by the Chinese govern- 
ment to Japan to recuperate. "But it 


was thought that he had practically 
recovered his health. 
Leslie Hack spent his boyhood days 
in Coshocton and attended the public 
schools vhere. He wns born in 1877 
and was therefore ol years of age. 
After finishing the first year in the 
Coshoctou high school he began 
to 


yearn to see moie 
of the 
world. 


Through President McKinley he fin- 
alV got an appointment in the hospi- 
tal serv.ce of ihe regular army and 
served a iVM term. 
Later he 
se- 


cured a i-osit'on in the consular se~- 
vice of'the Chinese government 
at 


Hong Kong. Letters have l:een 
re- 


ceived from him 
«>t intervals and he 


seemed 10 be getting 
along nicely 


and steadily advancing.

Mr. McKinley was advised to try to 


do nothing by civil power, but to give 
a military governor full sway. This 
•Would have been a fatal error. Any 
continuance of the military govern- 
ment beyond the time when Its stern 
restrictions were required to Induce 
peace and maintain It would still fur- 
ther have Jeopardized the trust of the 
natives In our good faith. And It had 
already been so strained that It woul<] 
stand no more tension. 


The, people at home, too, were grow- 


ing thoroughly out of conceit with "the 
little brown brother." Our appetite 
had become sated of military conquest 
Too many long, narrow boxes were 
shipped over sea and land for Inter- 
ment In village churchyards, too many 
mothers mourned sons, done to death 
by bullets or bolo. to support general 
conviction In the doctrine of expan- 
sion. We thought we had no prototype 
of Cromer, no giants of colonial admin- 
istration upon whom Mr. McKinley 
might call to "lay the foundations of a 
superior civilization, with specific ref- 
erence to the needs of the people to be 
governed and with definite reference 
to the welfare of the Islands, both ma- 
terial and moral," a.s he had put It. 


There was dearth of men wholly In 


harmony with the president's concep- 
tion of what our national duty to the 
Filipinos comprised, who would con- 
stantly bear In mind that it was liber- 
ty they wanted, liberty that they 
should have, as Mr. McKinley bad 
promised, pledging our faith as a na- 
tion—liberty, as he wrote, "of the 
whole Filipino people and not of a 
decimal fraction of them, who through 
the leadership of education and prop- 
erty have acquired a domination over 
the great mass." 


Mr. Taft had not been thought of. If 


his sentiments on the Philippine ques- 
tion was known It was patent that he 
•was neither a believer In Mr. McKln- 
ley's policy nor In our ethical right to 
be in the islands. Said the president 
one day to the then secretary of state. 
William R. Day, "I want a man who is 
strong, honest and tactful, a man of 
education and executive ability, a man 
who is fearless, but conservative, who 
•will get along with the army people." 


Mutlgc Taft fills the bill"if he will 


take the job," said Mr. Day In a stroke 
of Inspirational cenius. They sent for 
Judge Taft, who was then on the su- 
preme court bench, and told him what 
iwas wanted. He shook his head. 


"I cannot be of use to you there. Mr. 


President," he answered. "I didn't 
want to take the Philippines. It was 
n mistake." The president regarded 
him musingly for a moment, then, 
"Nor did I want to take them." said 
he. "I had to. There was nothing else 
to do. We must build a new nation out 
there. I want you to help us." 


Secretary of War Root added his 


persuasions. He showed both sides of 
the medal to Judge Taft. Perhaps he 
was motived more shrewdly than he 
affected, for he descanted upon the dif- 
ficulties of the task compared with 
the congenial and relatively easy work 
that Judge Taft had upon the'bench, 
•with the almost ultimate certainty of 
being elevated to the supreme court. 
He must forego all this, said Mr. Root. 


But -what a chance offered In the 


Philippines to do, to create, to dis- 
prove the Infallability of some of Eug- 
land's pet theories of colonization, to 
bring Into being a nation. Such argu- 
ments turned the tide. Judge Taft ac- 
cepted one of those duties "which/' to 
quote him, "is an entirety and not 
fulfilled until it Is entirely fulfilled." 


As he took ship, and always after- 


iward, there was In his mind the con- 
cluding paragraph of the instructions 
given him by the president: 


"A high and sacred obligation rests 


upon the government of the United 
States to give protection for property 
and life, civil and religious freedom 
end wise, firm and unselfish guidance 
In the paths of peace and prosperity to 
all the peoples of the Philippine Is- 
lands. I charge this commission to 
labor for the full performance of this 
obligation, which concerns the honor 
and conscience of their country, in the 
firm hope that throuch their labors all 
the people In the Philippines may come 
to look back with gratitude to the day 
when God gave victory to the Ameri- 
can arms at Manila and set their land 
under the sovereignty and the protec-. 
tion of the people of the United States." 


Altruistic, perhaps, bat Mr. Taft Is 


an altruist. 
It needed an altruist to 


compass the requirements specified in 
the quotation to the letter and pave 
the way for the fulfillment of Mr. Me- 
Kinley's "flnn hope," a<? Mr. Taft has 
done.

Louisville. Ky., Oct. 23.—Major \V. 


L. Sibert. a member of the Panama 
canal Commission, delivered the prin- 
cipal address at the convention of the 
Ohio Valley Improvement associa- 
tion. One of his most important sug- 
gestions was that the advocates of 
the Improvement of the'Ohio river 
stick to the present plan of locking 
and damming the stream, and refuse 
fc consider the plaa of ouiliiiug i«t>«i- 
voirs, which Major Sibert declared 
was considered and rejected 30 years 
ago. 


Another section of his speech dealt 


with the forestry question, and he said 
that it should not be allowed to enter 
into the river improvement plans, 
quoting records of the highest and 
lowest stages of the river for man> 
years to indicate that the presence or 
absence of the forests has relatively 
no effect upon the stage of the rivet- 


In conclusion he pictured the in 


creased traffic to the Pacific coast and 
to the far east, which is to result from 
the construction of the Panama canal 
the two projects, he said, being close- 
ly related. 


. K. Kavanaugh, of St. Louis, 


president of the Lakes-to-the-Gulf deep 
water way association, made an ad- 
dress in which he advocated the join- 
ing hands of all waterway improve- 
ment bodies to compel action by con- 
gress. He said that if all the congress- 
men in the Mississippi and Ohio val- 
eys were to unite on a definite pro- 
Uram^they could carry whatever legis- 
lation" they chose. He said that the 
deep water way advocates are also 
advocates of a nine-foot stage for the 
Ohio river, and asked the assistance 
of the latter in securing the develop- 
ment of the upper Mississippi. If ne- 
cessary he suggested a bond issue 
should be made to carry on the pro- 
posed improvements. His address was 
warmly received. 


George \V. Theiss of Pittsburg, pres- 


ident of the Monongahela River Con- 
solidated Coal and Coke company, pro- 
duced figures showing the loss to the 
coal traffic caused by the present con- 
dition of the river. He said that pay 
-.oils and other fixed charges have ai- 
ready resulted in a lobs of nearly $l,- 
000,000. and that $7.000,000 of proper- 
ty, including barges, steamboats and 
shipping property, is lying idle and 
useless because, what he termed the 
neglect of congress, has allowed the 
Ohio river to become unnavigable as 
a result of drouth.
